ment of oats from one farmer to an- 
other or from onefgvoup of farmers to 
another group of farmers where the 
outs ave legitimately required for seed 
purposes and as fit’ for seed, In ship- 
ing oats in carload lots, therefore 
when ordering seed oats farmers 
should get a permit from G.M.Stewart 
of the Dominion Seed Branch Calgary 
If they secure sucha certificate  en- 
| titling farmers to special rates on ‘seed 
grain and the oats willnot beinterfered 
with This matter is handled entirely 
through the Uuited Farmers of Alta.

uation, the real crisis in the whole 
areca of building reconstruction is 
taking place in the next few weeks.
